LONDON, May 81.—Public anxiety 
for King George’s health was in- 
tensified today when it was officially 
announced that an abscess had 
formed under the site of a wound 
made by the surgeons when. they 
drained the: right side of his chest 
during the critical days of his’ last 
iliness.. No. fresh incision has been 
made as the abscess is a ‘‘self drain- 
ing’’’ one and at the present moment 
the poisonous matter is escaping.

The Brooklyn Bus Corporation, a 
subsidiary of the company now being 
formed to operate the merging sur- 
face car lines of the B. M. T. and 
the Brooklyn City Railroad.

Sex of Fleas Controlled. 


One of. the exhibits which drew 
greatest attention involved the water 
fleas, crustacean inhabitants of 


ponds and puddles, with which Dr. 

. M. Banta of the. genetics depuart- 
ment staff has been experimenting. 

Early in. the Spring the female 
water fleas produce eggs which are 
developed without fertilization. Later 
in the Soring, when the puddles 
begin to dry up, males appear and 
subsequent eggs are fertilized. 

In laboratory tests parelleling the 
early. Spring. conditions Dr. Banta 
produced 840. generations of the 
water fica, all females. Then, ex- 
ercising a method he had discovered 
of controlling sex, he produced males 
by placing some of the fleas under 
crowded conditions in a bottle. 

A female placed alone in a bottle 
produced only female young, he 
showed, .Where the mothers were 
crowded together both males and fe- 
males were produced, the proportion 
of the former poner. as the 
crowding was increased. These and 
other experiments have caused Dr. 
Banta to think that environmental 
conditions have a definite effect upon 
the chromosome mechanism. 

An exhibition of the control of sex 
in doves was under the supervision 
of Dr. Oscar Riddle, who has cited 
in the current issue of the Journal 
of the American Medical Society an 
example of human reversibility of 
sex. This was the case of a woman 
under the observation of Dr. John 
A. Abel of Johns Hopkins University, 
whose secondary feminine character 
istics disappeared, but were restored 
by an operation on a tumor. 

Dr. Riddle’s work with the doves 
demonstrated that by overworking 
their reproductive activities by tak- 
ing away the eggs as soon as laid, 
and thus causing the birds to la 
an unusual number, he can ulti- 
mately bring about the production of 
females only. By crossing distantly 
related forms or species, however, he 
obtains only males. 

Dr. Riddle also showed apparatus 
for testing the metabolism or energy 
release of pigeons by measuring 
their oxygen consumption under mi- 
nutely controlled conditions. He 
holds that it can be shown that scx 
is founded upon a difference of 
metabolic rates.

PREMIER’S RIGHTS DOUBTED

This situation has created much 
discussion, and the Chamber seethed 
with excitement today, the opponents 
of ratification eagerly canvassing 
support on all sides. There is no

Before 
that the Spencerian Pen Company 
and Faber Pencil Company had all 
the business. 


Début as Public Speaker. 


“T am glad time has not completgly 
erased .memory of my connection 
with Rochester journalism. Let it 


be remembered that I helped organ- 
ize the Press Club in 1888. At the 
first dinner as chairman of the ar- 
rangements committee I persuaded 
the scholarly Joseph O’Connor, ed- 
itor of The Post-Express, to intro- 
duce ag speaker his bitter enemy, 
William Purcell, editor of The Union 
and Advertiser. 

‘I also arranged for lectures by 
James Whitcomb Riley and Bill Nye 
to help the Press Club fund. As 
chairman of the evening I contrib- 
uted to the gayety by becoming con- 
fused and introducing Riley as Nye. 
I might have been more amusing if

**At-a military dinner in the Roch- 
ester Armory on Jan. 27, 1892, I fal- 
teringly began a shameful career as 
a public speaker. This has continusd 
without assassination for thir 
seven years, and I have spoken in 
Chicago, too. 

“I reeall the clumsy drawbridge 
across the Erie aqueduct, 
Broad Street now is. It took thirty 
minutes to raise or lower it. Only 
one advertiser in The Post-Express, 
Bickford Brothers in Mill Street, 
boasted a telephone number. When 
I was in Rochester thirteen brew- 
erles were necessary to supply the 
demand, not to mention distilleries. 
While there may be a demand, we 
have no breweries today. 


Entering on New York Career. 


"*My leaving Rochester was mainly 
aue to a difference of opinion on 
newspaper policy. I engaged The 
Associated Press service for The 
Post-Express in substitution for the 
old United Press. This step was 
questioned by a representative of the 
estate of the controlling stockholder. 
The value of that asset later more 
than justified the decision to buy it. 

“I became connected with The 
New York Sun under Charles A. 
Dana and William M. Laffan. No 
commendation, save one, has given 
me greater pleasure than a note from 
Mr. Laffan testifying to diligent 
work and endorsed by Mr. Dana, 
‘This is so.’

No Routes to Coney Island. 


None of the proposed routes in 
the company’s petition penetrate the 
Coney Island, Greenpoint or eastern 
territory.

He changed 
his mind when it was pointed out to 
him that since he was the British 
open champion he was expected by 
the British public to keep his ap- 
pointment, otherwise it might he 
thought he was afraid of meeting 
Compston again. Compston last

Hagen by 18 and 17 at 72 holes. 

agen was optimistic today when 
he left his London hotel and ex- 
pected to reach Moor Park in three 
quarters of an hour. He arrived 
twenty minutes iate and by the time 
he had finished with the photog- 

raphers and interviewers another 
th ty minutes elapsed. Meantime 
Compston was champing at the bit 


and sitting in patience in a private 
room in e club. 


Hagen Appears Tired. 

When finally they both arrived at 
the first tee, Compston was heard 
to remark, ‘‘Still tired, Walter?’’ 
There was no reply and as a matter 
of fact Walter played today like a 
tired man. He seemed to lack vim 
and judgment, was outdriven at 
nearly evéry hole and was beaten on 
the greens. He sliced and pulled and 
got himself into trouble that he 
ordinarily would have escaped. 

He won the first hole in the morn- 
ing with a 5, but there was no ap- 
plause since it.is_an easy par 4 
Compston equalized at the second, 
where Hagen visited a bunker. The 
160-yard third was halved, Hagen 
missing a four-yard putt for a 2. 
Both fared well. at the fourth of 445 
yards, where long putts went down 
for 3s.

CONGRESSMAN FISH 
HAS NEW ARMY PLAN 


Letter to Secretary Good Sug- 
gests Cadets Be Limited to 4 
Years of College Football. 








BELIEVES NAVY WILL AGREE 





Would Let Man With Two Years’ 
Experience in College Play Only 
Two at Academies.

WASHINGTON, May 31.—A com- 
promise of the differences between 
the West Point and Annapolis acad- 
emies which resulted in a suspen- 
sion of athletic relations between 
these two military institutions is sug- 
gested in a letter sent to Secretary 
of War Good today by Representa- 
tive Hamilton Fish Jr. of New York. 

West Point and Annapolis fell out 
over eligibility rules two years ago, 
the Naval Academy authorities in- 


sisting that West Point adhere to 
the three-year rule, whereas West 
Point asserted. its right to play men 
on its team. who -had already seen 
three years of football service in col- 
eges. 

n his letter Mr. Fish suggested 
that the government institutions com- 
promiseon a four-year rule and ex- 
promes the opinion that, if West 

‘oint. accepted this, Annapolis would 
readily acquiesce. 


Previous Efforts in Vain. 


Efforts. were made during the Cool- 
idge Administration to compromise 
the troubles between West Point and 
Annapolis, but proved futile. Among 
those who took steps in this direc- 
tion was Representative Britten .of 
Illinois, chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs. 

Mr. Fish forwarded to Secretary 
Good a copy of a letter written by 
Horatio S. White of Cambridge, 
Mass., who, as chairman of the Har- 
vard Athletic Committee in 1903-1907, 
had a part in arranging with Prince- 
ton and Yale the three-year regula- 
tion. ‘‘This regulation,’’ Mr. White ! 
wrote, ‘‘is a very valuable rule for 
preserving the amateur spirit | and 
checking the migratory athlete.’

This will still leave a big ad- 
vantage to the Army, as the Navy 
would continue to abide Ly the three- 
year rule, but it is a compromise that 
could be effected without loss of 
dignity or prestige by either academy.

The, National Committee of Award, 
of the Theodore N. Vail: Medals for 
Noteworthy Public Service, an- 
nounced: yesterday the names of the 
winners for the past year. The Vail 
Medals are given annually and are 
provided by the Vail Memorial Fund, 
established as a memorial to Mr. 
Vail, who was president of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company. 

Medals of bronze, silver and gold 
are awarded to members of the Bell 
telephone organization throughout 
the United States for acts or service 
which conspicuously illustrate Mr. 
Vail’s ideals in public service. 

Bronze medals are awarded by re- 
gional committees, appointed from 
the territory of each associated com- 
pany of the Bell system.

not exceed ten. Bronze plaques com- 
memorating the gold and silver 
awards are presented to the tele- 
phone companies whose employes 
have been honored. 

Four silyer medais ‘have been 
awarded for conspicuous service in 
the past year... The winners are:

She called a local garage and ex- 
plained the emergency action that 
should be.taken. The garage man 
marked out a landing place and the

Rescued Man From River. 


Perdve’s citation was “‘for courage, 
resourcefulness and persistence in the

REVERE BELL IN MAINE 
TO GO'ON PILGRIMAGE 


Will Be Used to Arouse Interest 
in Memorial to General Knox, 


Who Gave It to Charch. 


BOSTON, May 31.—An old Paul 
Revere bell which hangs in the bel- 
fry of the ancient Colonial church 
on the hill at. Thomaston, Me., is 
to. bé taken down and: sent on a 
pilgrimage through New England. 

The bell was presented to the 
church by. General Henry Knox, 
Washington’s chief of artillery and 
the first Secretary of War and Navy.

DES MOINES TRUSTEES 
LOSE COURT BATTLE 


University Board’s Plea to-End 
Writ Against Their Control 
Is Denied. 


DES MOINES, Iowa, May 31 .— 
Des Moines University trustees today 
lost the first step in a court battle 
to obtain control of the Baptist 
Fundamentalist institution. Judge 
Shankland overruled their motion to 
dismiss a temporary injunction .un- 
der which the university has been 
operating since May. 13. 

Judge Shankland announced,’ how- 
ever, that the writ would not be 
made permanent until after another 
hearing, date for which has not been 
set. Students obtained the injunc- 
tion May 13 after the Rev. Dr. T. T. 
Shields, president of the Board of 
Trustees, ordered the school closed 
because of student riots. 

Although they had won temporary 
victory today, the undergraduates 
were still uncertain as to whether 
the trustees would recognize their 
credits for work done while © the 
school has been open in violation of 
the board’s mandate. Seniors espe- 
cially were wondering whether they 
will receive diplomas of graduation 
Tuesday 

cerry Shankland refused a request 
of Dr. Shields’s attorneys that he 
modify his decree to show that it 
is not intended to interfere with the 
trustees’ legal rights. They asserted 
the board could delay granting of 
diplomas and credits until it com- 


er investigation of the student

“Tf this board of trustees,’’ the 
judge said, "is competent to deter- 
mine who shall be issued diplomas 
and who. shall have credits, it ought 
to be competent to know what is 
meant by the terms of the temporary 
Fr natn granted.

MR, HOOVER FOR REDUCTION. 

President Hoover appropriately 
chose. Memorial Day for making his 
most explicit -public- utterance on 
the question . of. naval :armament, 
The occasion of tenderly. recalling 
those who gave up their lives for 
their country is also one for highly 
resolving. to do everything in our 
power to prevent the need of such 
sacrifices in the future. Mr. HOOVER 
is a8 far as possible from being an 


and | extreme pacifist. He believes in ade- 


quate national defense. It was not 
necessary for him to discuss our 
army: as part of it, for that mili- 
tary branch has been clipped to the 
limits of safety. But the question 
of naval strength, in relation with 
other countries, is one upon which 
Mr. HOOVER has positive ideas, which 
he expressed on Thursday with great 
directness and genuine emotion. 

In general, his speech followed 
the lines of that made a few weeks 
ago by Mr. HUGHES in London. It 
calls for practical action in pursu- 
ance of our professed ideals and our 
solemn treaty agreements. If by the 
multilateral Kellogg treaty the na- 
tions are pledged to renounce war 
as an instrument of international 
policy, the next step is to pass from 
theory to practice. Mr. HUGHES ap- 
pealed to the-principle of common 
sense in the business. The President 
echoed the sentiment and almost the 
very words, urging that statesmen 
take up the.matter with a firm 
grasp of the “ realities ” of the case. 

He was able to go further than 
Mr. HuGHEs. For he has worked 
out what he believes to be a reason- 
able and feasible plan for reducing 
naval armaments all round. This 
was plainly foreshadowed by the re- 
cent address of Mr. GIBSON at Ge- 
neva,. which made such a profound 
impression upon European public 
opinion ..and kindled many _new 
hopes. Mr. GIBSON spoke, of course, 
under instructions from the Presi- 
dent, but he necessarily left the 
project, which is obviously near to 
Mr. Hoover's heart, only in outline. 
The specific proposals of our gov- 
ernment are to come later. There is 


no doubt that. they have, before this, 


been laid confidentially before the 
governments of the other leading 
naval Powers. Mr. HOOVER went so 
far on Memorial Day as to intimate 
that. he has prepared a “yardstick ” 
by which the strength of navies may 
rationally be measured and com- 


j pared, From this it appears to him 


to be natural and easy to proceed to 
agreements, not only for establishing 
parity between fleets but for actu- 
ally reducing them. Such a plan, 
such a public.message, coming from 
the President of the United States, 
is certain to be heard round the 
world. Approving echoes of it are 
already coming, from abroad. It 
bears the marks“of Mr. HOOVER’s 
practical mind, and promises to be 
& piece of constructive statesman- 
ship which. will bring applause and 
‘gratitude both for him and for his 
‘country.

THE PEOPLE’S MANDATE. 


We don’t know, if anybody knows, 
whether Governor KOHLER of Wis- 
consin is a Wet or a Dry Republi- 
can, but. he has done his duty in 
letting the voters of Wisconsin have 
their way. They said at the polls 
that they wanted the State prohi- 
bition enforcement act. repealed. 
The Legislature passed a repealing 
act.,.He has signed it. He does so 


“in fulfillment of the mandate of the | 


“people, overwhelmingly expressed 
“in the recent referendum.” He 
deais roundly with that old humbug 
of “concurrent power.” The-States 
are left free by the Highteenth 
Amendment to concur or not con- 
cur. They are under no obligation 
to pass State enforcement acts. If 
the Commissioner of Prohibition 
knows what he is talking about, the 
Federal authorities have never had 
much help from the State enforce- 
ment agents in Wisconsin. 

So national prohibition is just 
where it was there. The majority 
of the people don’t want it. Why 
should they pay for a separate en- 
forcement force which, it seems, the 
Federal .executors of the Volstead 
act valued but slightly? There are 
now five non-concurrent States. 
There would be others, Illinois, for 
instance, if Legislatures, their rural 
constituencies dominated. by fear 
of the Anti-Saloon League and 
the W. C. T. U., would obey the 
mandate of the people when it is 
adverse to State prohibition. The 
theory of the Drys on these man- 
dates is familiar. When they. lose, 
they explain that the repeal of the 
State law really doesn’t mean any- 
thing and that “many thousands” 
of .Dry prohibitionists didn’t go to 
the polls on that account. 

Before and after the Wisconsin 
referendum there was much talk of 
the Republican obligation to support 
Mr. Hoover. Of course there was 
no such obligation. Wet. and Dry 
Republicans voted for him, nor did 
the former thereby commit them- 
selves to such. views as he had ex- 
pressed or might express about pro- 
hibition. The result of the Wisconsin 
referendum showed how small at- 
tention Wet Republicans gave to his 
reproof of States that choose not to 
exercise their “concurrent power.” 
That reproof can be regarded only 
as an obiter dictum, respectable on 
account of its source but expressing 
only a personal conviction, presum- 
ably subject to change as the 
“experiment ” continues. 


OUR FOREIGN SERVICE. 


The choice of Mr. JOSEPH P. CoT- 
TON to be Under-Secretary of State 
in place of Mr. J. REUBEN CLARK 
means that a lawyer -whose work 
has been for the most part in this 
country takes the place of a diplo- 
mat with extended foreign expe- 
rience. The change calls to mind the 
difficulty which lies’ in the present 
organization of the State Depart- 
ment; The Under-Secretary is in a 
somewhat anomalous position. Ob- 
viously there are advantages in hav- 
ing a man with contacts abroad and 
personally acquainted with the mem- 
bers of our own and other foreign 
services throughout the world... Yet 
his relation with the Secretary of 
State is so close that it is desirable 
that he should be a man well known 
to his chief, and one in whose judg- 
ment and ability the latter has full 
confidence. It is as an old friend of 
tried ability that Colonel STIMSON 
has selected Mr. CoTTON. 

Secretary STIMSON’ has let it be 
known that .he expects the Under- 
Secretary to be the man in whom 
all affairs of the department shall 
centre. While this will impose : on 
the Under-Secretary the supervision 
of administrative atfairs as well as 
the correlation of *policies; itis a 
step.in the direction of a more effi- 
ciently organized department. As 
has been shown in the reports of 
Mr. WiLLIAM T. STONE made for the 
Foreign Policy Association, and of 
Mr. HENRY KiTTREDGE NorTON made 
for the Academy of Political and So-

These 
facts, in addition to the many details 
brought out by. Mr. STONE, deserve 
the close attention of the new Un- 
der-Secretary of State and his assis- 
tants. By making determined efforts 
to. reorganize. from within, the de- 
partment will ease its own burdens 
and make easier effective coopera- 
tion with the members of Congress 
who are sincerely desirous of seeing 
the United States have a depart- 
ment of foreign affairs in every way 
fit to serve American interests. 


FORDIZATION ABROAD. 


Developments possibly beyond 
HENRY ForpD’s original intention may 
follow upon his inquiry at. the League 
of Nations Labor Office for a few 
figures on “‘ real” wages in Europe. 
Real wages mean money wages in 
relation to the cost of living. Will 
Mr. ForpD be content, when he has 
found out the cost of boiled beef, 
bread, potatoes, shoes and rent in 
Berlin and Lyons, to pay the weekly 
number of marks and francs suffi- 
cient to buy the supply of commodi- 
ties and goods to which the workers 
of Germany and France are accus- 
tomed? Or will be undertake to fix 
a standard of living in accordance 
with his own ideas? It is said to be 
his desire to establish the same scale 
of ‘“‘real” wages for his workmen 
everywhere. Docs it mean that a 
small automobile will soon be reck- 
oned as a “ necessity ” in the budget 
of the Continental skilled worker? 
An answer in the affirmative is 
taken for granted by Mr. FILENE, 
who has contributed the funds for 
the preliminary statistical study. If 
that is the case, then Europe is on 
the eve of an Americanization proc- 
ess compared with which progress 
hitherto has been trifling. A taste 
for American ice-cream soda or jazz 
or dentistry may leave the soul un- 
converted. But when the European 
worker is taught to expand his 
budget of “necessities” the real 
process of Americanization begins. 

Of that process a high standard 
of living is one phase. The other, 
parallel phase is a high standard of 
productivity. In human nature it is 
not inconceivable that Mr, ForD can 
educate the European workman to 
automobiles, electric light, radio and 
vacuum cleaners. But even Mr. FORD 
should find it moré difficult to raise 
the daily output of European labor 
to the American level. The rcasons 
for our notably superior labor effi- 
ciency are partly to be found in the 
human factors, partly in nature, 
partly in machine development. The 
facts are that the output of an 
American bituminous miner is 5 tons 
per day, against 11/5 tons in Great 
Britain, % ton in Belgium, 4/5 ton 
in France. More than twenty years 
ago the annual output of bricks per 
worker was 180,000 in New York 
State and only one-third that num- 
ber in Germany. Before the war the 
production of pig. iron was about 40 
tons per person in Great Britain and 
85 tons in the United States, and 
for steel the figures were 25 tons 
and 77 tons respectively. — 

Must a British or Slav iron worker 
come under the sway of the Ameri- 
can climate to develop the character- 
istic speed of our industrial tempo, 
or can he’ be: educated at home by 
our exported industrial philosophy 
and methods? ‘That is the fascinat- 
ing and significant question Mr. 
FORD seems to be asking. 


HELIUM PRODUCTION. 


Announcement has been made of 
the discovery of a natural gas in 
Utah running as high as 7.07 per 
cent in helium, If this is confirmed 
to the satisfaction of the govern- 
ment, the United States will be for- 
tunate. Hitherto the nayy has de- 
pended. upon.the Cliffside natural 
gas structure in the Panhandle. dis- 
trict of Texas for the helium used 
in inflating the 2,500,000 cubic feet 
of the dirigible Los Angeles. The 
helium content of the natural gas 
found there is only. 1.75) per cent. 
In November last the Commerce 
Department stated that from the 
Amarillo, Texas, source enough: he- 
lium could be. developed to supply 
the needs of military dirigibles for

produced at the Fort Worth govern- 
ment plant had. fallen off 50 per 
cent, and that the production at that 
time was less than half the quantity 
required “to meet army. and navy 
needs.” Mr. °CooLipGe asked for

helium plants. Evidently the non- 
inflammable gas, so much needed by 
military airships and the hope of 
commercial dirigibles,: was likely ‘to 
be low in quantity for an indefinite 
time. In a debate in the House, 
Representative TaBER of New York 
stated that the production of helium 
was 400,000 cubic feet a month, and 
that the Los Angeles alone required 
6,000,000 a year. The government 
has since been seeking reserves. 

The new Utah deposits are re- 
ported to be in the neighborhood of 
Government Helium Reserve No. 1. 
The discovery is said to have been 
made “after months of intensive 
prospecting.” A company announc- 
ing it says further, through its coun- 
sel, that “it is not beyond reason 
“that we soon may locate a supply 
“that will prove inexhaustible and 
“which would. be sufficient to sup- 
“ply the world.” Helium seems to 
inspire optimism. It would be a 
fine thing for transportation and in- 
dustry if in this case it had a 
solid basis.

The new unemployment is not like 
a drought; it islike a wet cellar, and 
we can and. should control it like 
any other industrial hazard. In New 
York and in Philadelphia—and the 
same thing is true in Chicago, St. 
Louis and the other industrial cities— 
the family welfare societies are stag- 
gering under an increasing load of 
relicf which industry throws back on 
the community. Not in years have 
charitable organizations been. so bur- | 
dened with the care of needy families | 
in their own homes. I speak from 
my knowledge as executive director 
of the Federation of Jewish Charities 
in Philadelphia. These increasing 
relief expenditures have become quite 
characteristic of our prosperity. To 
give money to charities to carry this 
load may be all right as a temporary 
expedient, but it is not adequate as a 
permanent. method of meeting this 
purely industrial hazard, 
dustry should shoulder just as it does 
its fire hazards, its depreciation of 
machinery and its work accident.

| Confused Movement of Stocks, 


Railways Up, Industrials Down 
—Brokers’, Loans Cut. 





Several noteworthy incidents played 
their part in the confusion ‘of senti- 
ment which seemed to prevail on 
yesterday's markets. Call money held 
again at 6 per cent and the bid rate 
on collatera] time loans went lower, 
notwithstanding the. immediate im- 
minencé of the month-end ‘readjust- 
ments. The Reserve Bank’s report 
on brokers’ loans outstanding showed 
reduction’ for the week ‘of $232,000,- 


000, which exceeded the largest de- 


crease reported. in any: week ‘since 


‘the compilations’ began in 1917. “The 


wheat market, which had recovered 
momentarily on Wednesday, after 
the ‘heavy break of the day before, 
plunged down again nearly 4 cents a 


‘bushel yesterday; reaching this time 


the lowest. price ever quoted: for any 
month’s delivery in nearly fourteen 
years. 

The heavy. cut in loans to brokers 
on the New York Stock Exchange is 
evidently: connected with the per- 
sistent fall in prices, and particu- 
larly with the past week’s. indica- 
tions that professional ‘‘pools’’ were 
giving up the fight and reducing 
their holdings on the market. Next 
to.a wild incursion by. the speculat- 
ing outside public, such as that of 
last November, these organized 
group operations for the rise are the 
largest factor in absorbing Wall 
Street credit. In considerable meas- 
the $232,000,000 reduction of 
such loans’ within a week results 
from the simultaneous shrinkage in 
market valuations; for the 6 per 
cent fall in the ‘‘averages’’ during 
that period would automatically re- 
lease immense amounts of credit, and 
highly speculative ‘‘pool stocks’’ 
have fallen considerably more than 
that. P 

Until yesterday’s statement, the 
largest reduction of any week on 
record was the $219,000,000 reported 
for the second week of last Decem- 
ber. The past week’s cut does ‘not, 
however, ,make~ the readjustment 
since the market broke at the end 
of March very different’ from what 
has been effected on other similar 
occasions.. For the ten weeks since 
the compilation of March 20, the net 
reduction inthe account has now 
been $505,000;000; but it was $404,- 
000,000 in-the three weeks after the 
market broke last June, and the six 
weeks after the down-turn of March, 
1926, reduced... it..$597,000,000.... The 
existing total is still greater than at 
any time in 1928-except for a_fort- 
night at the end of Noveniber, and 
$725,000,000 above. the borrowings at 
the climax of last June’s speculation. 

The stock market did not have 
the brokers’ loan return before it 
during business hours, and the 
course. of prices was. exceptionally 
confused. The bidding-up of railway 
shares continued, some of them ris- 
ing 4 to 8 points before their final 
fractional reaction; but losses in a 
fairly long list of the industrial 
stocks ran in many cases to 7 and 8 
points or more. There was, how- 
ever, a somewhat. pronounced recov- 
ery .at the last. Foreign exchange 
moved little; the German mark was 
slightly lower, iotwithstanding the 
Paris ‘conference agreement, and 
sterling gave no . reflection (there 
was no reason for expecting that it 
would) to the cabled news of Labor’s 
sweeping gains in the British gen- 
eral election. 

At yesterday’s price of 93% cents 
per bushel for this month’s delivery, 
wheat at Chicago reached much the 
lowest figure since the peace. The 
low level of contract wheat in 1923, 
the last year in which it went below 
one dollar, was 95% cents, paid in 
July for the September delivery. In 
August, 1922, the year’s low price of 
97% for the nearest delivery” was 
touched; the lowest.of 1921 was 98, 
reached in November for. December 
wheat. The last time that yester- 
day’s price was .quoted at Chicago 
was on Sept. 10, 1915, when: the 
“billion-bushel wheat crop’’ of that 
season‘ was coming on the market at 
@ moment when Canada’s wheat 
yield had been doubled, when Eu-

Windstorms ; ak tornadoes that 
swept over this country last year 
took the lives of-nearly-2;000 persons 
and, caused, property. damage .of 
about $50,000;000; accordinz to a-pre- 
liminary report -received-by-the Trav- 
elers Fire Insurance Company from 
the United “States ‘Weather Bureau 
for 1928. - In’ 188/tornadoes,*79 lives 
were lost, while in 180. windstorms 
the death toll was 1,860. 

The greatest number’ of “both dis- 
turbances : occurred .in -June, when 
there were sixty tornadoes and forty 
windstorms. In eight months of the 
year there were as many, or more, 
tornadoes than in March, usually re- 
garded as the windy. month of the 
year, and in each of four months 
there were more windstorms. than 
during March. 

The amount. of damage done by 
tornadoes in 1928 was about $13,000,- 
000, with the greatest damage of 
about $2,500,000 reported in June, 
August and September. Windstorms 
caused property damage exceeding 
$35,000,000, the worst month being 
September, when nine windstorms 
caused 1,836 deaths and a property 
loss of about $28,000,000. 

During the thirteen-year period 
from 1916 to 1928, inclusive, it. has 
been estimated that 1,400 tornadoes 
have occurred.in the United States, 
and that the property damage has 


amounted to $173,000,000, or an aver- 
oes. annual loss of ‘more than $13,- 


Although the final report. on the 
occurrence of tornadoes. and ee 
storms in 1928 will not be completed 
until September, the preliminary 
statement shows that ‘some one was 
killed. in . such. disturbances. during 
every month of the year except. Feb- 
ruary and October, and that such 
storms occurred in every month; 
with resultant damage to property.

Frank H. Warder, former Super- 
intendent of Banks, spent’ a large 
part of yesterday examinng the 
transcript of the testimony he gave 
before Referee. Henry K. Davis on 
May 8 in a Lancia Motors of 
America; Inc.; bankruptcy hearing. 
He appeared at Mr. Davis’s office, 
140 Nassau Street, yesterday morn- 
ing expecting his examination by 
Saul S. Myers, attorney for the re- 
ceivers, to continue, but the hearing 
was postponed until 10 o’clock Tues- 
day morning. ‘Then after a low- 
toned conference with Joseph K. 
Guerin, Mr. Myers’s associate, he 
went into a private room and behind 
locked doors read the record of his 
testimony. 

He read his absolute denial thet 
he had ever recé¢ived anything of 
value directly or indirectly from 
Francesco M: Ferrari, who, was pres- 
ident of the City Trust Company, 
wnich Mr. Warder closed after Fer- 
rari’s death. Lancia Motors was a 
Ferrari enterprise and it was in con- 
nection with the search for assets of 
this company that Mr. Warder was 
questioned. 

Testimony was brought out in the 
Moreland Commission inquiry into 
the banki department.in_ relation 
to the City Trust t failure to the effect 
that Ferrari paid the first month’s 
rent of Mr. Warder’s Riverside 
Drive apartment and that he bought 
the Oriental rugs and imported 
Italian furniture which went into it. 
Mr. Warder smilingly discussed the 
heat yesterday, but when asked if 
he had any explanation of the dis- 
crepancy between the testimony be- 
fore Moreland Commissioner Robert 
Moses and his own testimony at tie 
Federal hearng he said: 

“T have no statement to make,”’ 
the stock phrase he has used since 
Feb. 11, the day he closed the bank. 


May Ask Changes in Record. 


He left the office in mid-afternoon 
and did not return to complete his 


study of the record, which tay open 
on the desk in the private rooir. He 
will be asked to sign the testimony 
when he finishes readng it, but it 
is understood that until itis. signed 
he may request that he be allowed 
' to change it on the grounds that a 
reading of it has refreshed his reeo!- 
lection on certain points. 

Mr, Warder has been away at the 
seashore for a week. He was smil- 
ing and friendly until questioned 
upon matters concerning his admin- 
istration of the banking department. 

Anthony Di Paola, cashier of the 
City Trust, and Frederico Ferrari, 
brother of the dead bank president, 
were other witnesses called yester- 
day who were told to come back on 
Tuesday. On Monday morning audi- 
tors for Dr. A. H. Giannini, chair- 
man of the board of the Bank of 
America, who planned to buy the 
City Trust Company at one time, are 
scheduled to be examined. 

Mr. Guerin, in asking that Mr. 
Warder’s examination be postponed, 
said that he did not wish to interfere 
with the progress of the Moreland 
inquiry or to interfere in the trans- 
fer of the City Trust to the new Mu- 
tnal Bank, which is to pay deposi- 
tors in full. Since Mr. Warder has 
refused to waive immunity at the 
Moreland inquiry, his story will be- 
come a public record only in the 
bankruptey hearing and efforts are 
being made to induce him to recite 
‘the inside story.”’

INDUSTRY ALSO STRONGER 





Activity in Steel Mills Outstanding 
Feature—Factory Lines Quieter, 
but Still Above 1928. 





The advent of real Summer weather 
after a cool and wet Spring has 
given a much needed stimulus to. re- 
tail trade in wearing apparel and 
vacation supplies of all kinds, ac- 
cording to the weekly business re- 
views. On the other hand, whole- 
sale and jobbing trade seems to re- 
flect an increase in conservatism as 
regards future buying. Measured by 
the usual tests, however, business is 
shown to be well sustained as an- 
other month opens, with the notable 
activity at steel mills the outstand- 
ing feature. 

Bradstreet’s, weekly review of busi- 
Mess says: 

“Taken as a whole, future trade is 
about’ on a par with a yéar ago, re- 
tail distribution is still better than 
last year, and industry, factory lines 
particularly, though quieter than vf 
late, are still in the lead in the mat- 
ter of gain over the like: period @ 
year ago. In connection with this, it 
might be said. that car loadings have 
shown. a small but still fairly steady 
sag from earlier weeks, although well 
ahead of the like weeks of ‘one and 
two years ago. May car loadings, 10 
fact, exceeded those of. the like 
month. of all. preceding years. 

‘In the building industry there is 
fairly general agreement that resi- 
dential construction is feeling the 
retarding influences of higher loan 
prices. This branch of building in 
1928 constituted about 62 per cent of 
all house, office and store construc- 
tion. 

‘‘Weather conditions have favored 
the farming element alike’ in the 
matter of allowing much> retarded 
* planting to be done. » In point of con- 
' dition the forward movement of the 
Fall sown crops still contrasts with 
the somewhat retarded condition of 
Spring sown crops.’ 

Dun’s review of the state of trade 
gays: 

“Distribution of goods, as_ dis- 
closed by car loadings, continues 
above earlier results at this period, 
and seasonable weather at many cen- 
tres, although belated, has given a 
needed stimulus to retail demands. 
Thus far, factors which Might be ex- 
pected to lower the public. buyin 
power, such. as labor troubles an 
the fall in -prices for farm. staples, 
apparently have not made themselves 
felt in any marked degree, and there 

has been the offsetting condition of 
unusually steady employment in 
fome of the major industries. 

“The record of the five elapsed 
months of this year has been one of 
a heavy turnover in many lines, but 
profits have not in all cases ‘peen 
commensurate with the volume,. be- 
cause of keen competition in selling. 
The consumer has benefited in va- 
rious. instances through. the latter 
phase, and many of the items in 
Dun’s comprehensive list of whole- 
sale quotations are under the levels 
of a year ago, including some food- 
stuffs and articles entering into 
wearing apparel, 

“Tt. remains an outstanding feature 
that the recession in the steel. trade 
is slow to develop this year.”
